quite easily be disposed of at the magistracy, while, in many another 
instance, wherain tho magistrate has eettled things aummarily, o 
calprit has been let off with a fine or a term of imprisonment grotea- 
quely out of prorortior to the offence. . ' , 

C'suse Fivo of the now Ordinanea profosea to raiso the 

. maximam fino to $250, in the css of jndictable offences tried 
- summarily, while Clause Siz will give s magiatrote power in all 
cages to impore a fine inetead of imprisonment. We quite realise 
that there have bean times in the history of the Colony whe it 
would havo been less than wise to giv) large powers to raagistrates, 
becouse their discretion waa not to be relied upon; but, given the 
tight men—snd thia, fortunatoly, ia the case nowadaye—it is Tidic- 
ulous to keep their punishing powers on 8 markedly lower level than 
those enjoyed by atipendiarioa at Home. Needless to say, the 
oriminal circumatances of this. Colony are peculiar, and there aco a 
thousand respons why a magiatraleshould bo free te puniah rolely by 
finiog or aolely by imprisoning, as may seew god to him at thotime. 

Bat, 98 we have hinted o score of times, it is not merely in the 
respects mentioned that Hongkong law oriea out for alteration, Vor 
yeara the Ovlony suffered through having a sorics of magistrates and
